DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Ghabra et 
al (Pub. No. 2003/0179085 Al). 

As per claims 1 and 9, figure 1 and pages 3-4 of the Ghabra et al reference clearly 
disclose the claimed tire status monitoring apparatus and method for monitoring statuses of a 
plurality of tires provided on a vehicle including the transponders (item 16) which detect statues 
of the tires in response to a request signal (item 36) and a transceiver (items 26 and 28) which 
transmits the request signal to each transponder, receives the transponder data from each 
transponder and determines the number of times the request signal is transmitted per unit time in 
accordance with the speed of the vehicle (see section 0037 on page 4). 

As per claims 2-5 and 10, the Ghabra et al reference on page 4 (see section 0037) clearly 
teaches or implies that the claimed features of determining a time interval for the transmitted 
request signal, changing the number of times the request signal is transmitted per unit time and 
increasing the number of times the request signal is transmitted per unit time all in accordance 
with the speed of the vehicle as well as increasing the number of times the request signal is 
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transmitted per unit time as the speed of the vehicle becomes faster or when the vehicle speed 
changes to the faster second speed region from the slower first speed region. 

As per claims 6 and 1 1, the claimed data about air pressure of the tire is taught in section 
0027, page 3 of the Ghabra et at reference. 

As per claim 7, the claimed data about temperature inside the tire is also taught in section 
0027, page 3 of the Ghabra et al reference. 

As per claim 8, the claimed ID code for identifying each tire is clearly taught in sections 0025 
and 0030, page 3 of the Ghabra et al reference.
